«¢ plain to any perfon who ever read ecclefiaftical hiftory, that 
«¢ fuch a practice never {ubfiited in the Church of Chrift.”? I 
fhall oppofe to his #p/e dixit, the authority of no lefs a man than 
Dr Lowth, who fays, “ that the people had vster in the choice 
** of Bifhops, all mult grant And it can be only lcnorance 
** and Forty that pleads the contrary.”” [Lowth on Church 
Power.] His teftimony, while againft his own Epifcopal 
principles, is worth many. As G. C. feems fond of Prelacy, 
i fhall give him the teftimony of another Epifcopal Divine. 
Dr Wall is forced to confefs, ** That it isa piece of hiftory, 


*¢ which cannot fairly be denied, that amongft. the primitive . 


«« Chriftians, the people ufed to have their /ufrage in the

I might juftly ref{t this matter on thefe unexceptionable tefti- 
monies, as G. C. has offered no proof from hiftory, that the 
primitive Bifhops had the exc/u/ive power of eleétion; nor any 
argument from Scripture or antiquity for lay-patronage. , But 
I{hall, for the fatisfaction of the Public, produce a number of 
authentic vouchers, which will incontrovertibly prove, that it 
was the opinion of the Fatuers of the primitive Charch, shat 
the people had a right to chufe their own paflors 3 or, at the 
Jealt, that they eught to have a vote in the choice of them; and 
alfo, that the people did actually exercife this right, and make 
the choice, for many hundreds of years after‘ Chrift. Several of 
the teftimonies to be produced, and all thefe of them that are 
of moft importance, I have taken from the original fources; the 
Faruers, as they are to be feen in one of -our College libra- 
ries ; and thefe I fhall mark with an afterifk. The reft of them 
I have copied from eminent authors of fufficient credit. Ig- 
natius fays, Ilpevor esa vay Os exxrno1a Te Dew yepoTo- 
vnras éx.cxomor. de “ Tt becomes you, as the’ Church of 
‘ God, to chufe a Bifhop.” [Ignat. in Epift. ad Philad.] 

*Clemens Romanus, a cotemporary of the Apoftles, fays, They 
appointed Bifhops our eudoxsuntes tas euxantias Toate be ee 
+: With the approbation (or confent) of the whole Church.” 
[Epi&. ad Corinth. cap. 44.] But I efpecially appeal to the 
teftimony of Cyprian, bithop of Carthage, who lived in the 
third century. He fays * of Cornelius, the fucceffor of Fabi- 
anus, Bifhop of Rome, “De Dei judicio, et cleri ac plebis 
*¢ fuffragio, ordinatus.” 7. ¢. He was ordained in confequence 
of the divine approbation, and the fuffrage of both clergy and 
laity. [Cypr. Epift: 67.] Again, he fays, * ** Deus inftruit 
** ordinationes facerdotales, non oifi fab populi affiftentis con- 
** f{cientia, fieri opportere.”” i, e. God appoints that the ordina- 
tion of minifters fhould not take place, but with the knowledge 
and confent of the people ; or, more literally, the knowledge 
of the people confenting. For afifto often fignifies to be an 
advocate for. Ainfw.——But, he is much more plain and 
pofitive upon the point a little before. He diffuades the peo- 
ple from joining with the lapfed Bithops, fhews that they ought 
ro chufe others in place of thefe, and gives this reafon for it : 
* Quando ipfa (7. ¢. plebs) maxime habeat poteftatem, vel 
* eligendi dignos facerdozes, vel indignos recufandi. Quod 
*¢ et ipfum videmus de divina auétoritate defcendere, ut facer- 
«¢ dos plebe prefente, fub omnium oculis deligatur, et dignus 
*< atque idoneus, publico judicio ac teftimonio, comprobetur.”” 
z. c. To the people chiefly belongs the power of chufing worthy 
minifters, or of rejecting the unworthy, &e. He afterwards 
proves that this right belongs to the. people, from Adts i. and 
A@s vi. and other paffages of Scripture. We have all the a- 
bove, and much more to the fame purpdfe, in his 68th E- 
piftle, which is dire€&ted to the Clergy and Common People in 
Spain; oras in the tithe, “* Ad Clerum et Plebes in Hifpania.”” 
I thall only quote one otherteftimony from him. It relates to 
the above-mentioned Cornelius, bifhop of Rome, of whom he 
fays in another epiftle, * «* Fadtus.eft Epifcopus, de Dei et 
*¢ Chrifti ejus judicio, de clericorum pene omnium teftimonio, 
«¢ de plebis que tunc affuit fuffragio.’’ i. e. He was made bi- 
fhop by the approbation (or fentence } of God and of his Chrift, 
by the teftimony of almoft all the clergy, and by the fuffrage (or 
vote )-of the-peopte-then prefent. [Epilt. 52. ] 

The next authority that I thall produce is, that of Augo- 
fine, who lived in the end-of the fourth, and beginning of the 
fiith century, after Chiriftianity had for a confiderable time been 
the cftablifhed religion in the Roman Empire. * In his kife- 

1e,.he nominated his fucceflor, Eradius ; and, having conve- 

ithe people, they, in avery folemn manner, eleéted him, in 
rguitine’s prefence. The whole formalities attending this 
-2Yion are mentioned in Auguftine’s CXth Epiftle, which 

is well worth the perufal of the Curious. 

‘Nhe next authority is that of Leo E. Bifhop of Rome, 
called Leo. the Great. ™ In his 8gth Epiftle, wrote upon 
the occation of the ufurpations of Hilarius, by whofe means 
fome ordinations had. been carried on in an irregular and tu- 
muitdous manner, and even-by.a military force, he fays, «* Te- 
«< neatur fubfcriptio Clericoram, Honoratorum teftimonium, ac 


«: Ordinis*confenfus et plebis ; qui prefuturus eft omnibus, ab- 


« omnibus eligatur.”” (4. e.) Let the fubfcription of the Cler- 
gy, the teftimony of the Honourable, [7. e. of the Nobility and 
Gentry, ] and the confent of the Aldermen and common peo- 
ple, be retained ; let him who is to be over all, be chofen by 
all.

I have alfo befyre me 
excerpts from the writings of Ambrofe, Chryfoltome, Grego- 
ry Nazianzen, Theodoret, Socrates, Sulpitius Severusy Eafe- 
bius, Evagrius, Sozomen, ‘and Athanafius, (fome of which I 
have traced in the original fources, ) all full to the point. They 
all agree, that it was the judgment and practice of the Church 
in their days, rhat the people fhould have a vote in the choice of 
their paftors. Batit would be too tedious to infert all thefe in a 
News-paper. It is, indeed, evident, that the clergy had a great 
influence on thefe eleGtions, and that fome of them were attend 
ed with riot and confufion: But in all, the people’s right js, 
lefs or more, apparent. This praétice continued pretty gener. 
ally for eight centtiries ; nor was ig wholly abolifhed fo far down 
as the 13th. I leave it now to the impartial public to give fen- 
tence in this controverfy.
